STRUCK BY A COLLIER 


Rescue Ships, Brought by 
Wireless, plek Many 
from Water. 


Quebec, May 29.—[Special.] — Nin 
hundred and fifty-four lives were lost 
when the Canadian Pacific liner Empress 
of Ireland sank in the St. Lawrence river 
ten miles below Rimouski, early this mora- 
ing. 

The Empress, bound from Quebec for 
Liverpool, was rammed by the collier 
Storstad in a fog shortly before dawn. 

Seventeen minutes afterward only floating 
wreckage marked the spot where the crack 
ship of the Canadian Pacific fleet went 
down. 

It was the second greatest disaster of | 
Atlantic navigation, being surpassed only. 


by the wreckign of the Titanic, in which |

- FEW WOMEN ARE SAVED. 
Four hundred and thirty-three survivors 

were picked up in the few lifeboats it was 

gonsible to launch or from the frigid water. 

Among these survivors were only thirty- 

one women and two children. 

Most of the Empress’ passengers were

Among the dead are Laurence Irving, the

Few of the first or second cabin passengers 
Were saved. 


LAYING TO WHEN STRUCK. 
Too much speed seems to have been 
the cause of the disaster. Blinded by the fog 
and heavy smoke from forest fires, the com- 
mander of the Empress had laid to, waiting 
for the fog to lift or for daybreak to come, 
Without a moment’s warning the Stor- 
stad at fair speed loomed up and smashed 
full into the Empress, striking it about mid-

EXPLOSION FOLLOWS COLLISION. 
A heavy explosion quickly followed the

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Facts About Latest 
_ Steamship Horror 


Of the 433 persons saved from 
the sinking Empress of Ireland 237 
were members of the crew. 

Of the eighty-seven first cabin 
passengers twenty-nine are known 
ti be saved. A few others of the 
| rescued remained in Rimouski, near 
Father Point. 

Among the 153 second cabin pas- 
sengers, twenty-nine were rescued 
and taken to Quebec. 

Of the 715 steerage passengers 
101 were rescued and taken to Que- 
bec. A few third cabin passengers 
were left at Rimouski. 

The preportion of crew rescued 
caused widespread comment, and 
contrasts with the heroic record of 
the Titanic. However, the Empress 
of Ireland sank in about seventeen 
minutes and there was little time 
for “w and children first.” 
Most of them were asleep in their 
berths. The reports indicate a lack 


of panic. 


Of eight Chicago passengers but 
two are accounted for.

“Th | loss of “life on the Empress 
of Ireland, has been equaled or ex- 
ceeded by only four marine disas- 
ters. in the last century, These 
were the loss of the Rhone, Wye, 
and other vessels at St. Thomas in 
the hurricane of Oct. 29, 1867, when 
1,000 persons perished; the burn- 
ing of the excursion bo:t, Gen. 
Slocum, in the East river, New 
York, on June 15, 1904, with an 
approximated loss of 1,000 lives; 
the loss of the Titanic on April 14, 
1912, which sank with 1,490 of her 
company after collision with an ice- 
berg, and the loss of the Kickemaru 
off the Japanese coast Sept. 28, 
1912, with a loss of 1,000 lives. 
Laurence Irving, the well known 
English actor, and his wife, Mabel 
Hackney, are among the missing— 
given up for dead. Irving is a son 
of the late Sir Henry Irving.

The hurried appeal was picked up by the 
government mail tender Lady Evelyn here 
and the government pilot boat Eureka at 
Father Point, and both at once set out to 
the rescue. 
So deep was the hurt of the Empress, 
however, and so fast_the inrush of waters, 
that long before either of the rescue boats 
could reach the scene the liner had gone 
down. 

MANY OF RESCUED DIED. 

Only a few persons were picked up by 
the Storstad, which was badly crippled by 
the collision, and these were brought here 
by the collier, together with those saved by 
the Eureka and the Lady Evelyn. 

Twenty-two of the rescued died from 
injury or exposure. The others, most of 
whom had jumped in the boats or plunged 
into the water from the sinking liner 
scantily clad, were freely given such cloth- 
ing as the town could supply, and later 
those that were well able to travel were 
placed on board a train and started for 
Quebec, where they arrived tonight.

Those who heard: the frenzied 
calls of the officers for the passengers to 
hurry on deck lost no time in obeying them, 
rushing up from their cabins in scanty at- 
tire. They piled into the boats, which were: 
rapidly lowered and were rowed away. 
Many who waited to dress were drowned.” 


VESSEL WELL EQUIPPED. 


The Empress of Ireland was the queen 
of the Canadian Pacific’s Atlantic fleet, a 
magnificent liner, famous for size, speed, 
and luxurious accommodations. It was not 
new, having been built twenty-three years 
ago in Glasgow, but it was classed as a 
first rate express steamship and the line 
considered it as stanch and safe as any 
modern steamship could be. 

It had lifeboat accommodations for 1,600 
persons and was equipped otherwise to meet 
the requirements of the British board of 
trade. 

To hundreds of its passengers the Em- 
press was an old friend. They had crossed 
on it in former years and they took passage 
on Thursday with agreeable memories of 
its five spacious decks, its wonderful prom- 
enade, nearly an eighth of a mile, and of 
its speed and sea worthineas. 


PASSENGERS FROM MANY LANDS. 

Scores of these, such as Mr. and Mrs. 
Laurence Irving and Sir Henry Seton-Karr, 
were returning to their homes in England. 
Hundreds of persons from the Oanadian 
provinces and the American states were 
starting on their summer vacations, There 
was hardly an English speaking country 
that was not represented in the passenger 
list. 

The Empress left the Montreal dock at 
4:20 p. m. on Thursday. The weather in- 
dications were promising and the com- 
mander, Lieut. H. G. Kendall of the Royal 
navy reserve, a famous sea captain, ex- 
pected a rapid and pleasant voyage. 

The steamship had made a name for itself 
five years ago when it established a record 
between Quebec and Liverpool, five days 
and ten hours. It slipped away in the sun- 
shine from the Montreal waterfront with 
the band playing and pennants fluttering, 

Lieüt. Kendall had been warned of the 
prevalence of fogs in the lower river, and 
information had reached the liner also that 
there were forest fires in Quebec which 
were throwing smoke blankets over the St. 
Lawrence. 

Having experienced euch conditions be- 
fore the commander of the Empress took 
the usual precautions.

| The collier, treighted with 7,000 tons of 
coal, was following the course of the channel 
as it came on at good speed.

It cat throtgh a length of staterooms, water- 
tight compartments, and deck beams until 
there was an enormous gash that opened 
from hips to the stern of the liner. 


GREAT INRUSH OF WATERS.

Quebec, May 2.—A full eQtiipment of am- 
bulances supplied by Québed, by the town 
of Levis on the opposite side wf the river, 
and the army medical service corps wes wait- 
ing at Levis when the special survivor# train 
from Rimouski arrived and the survivors 
of the Dmpress of Ireland were immediately 
disembarked and transferred to the ferry 
steamer, which had been wating at the ape- 
cial wharf to facilitate the transfer to Que- 
bec. 

It was a pitiful sight when the ferry steamer

The second and third class passengers and 
the crew were immediately made comfort- 
able on the Allan liner Alwatian, which was 
lying m an aden berth at the break- 
water. The first class and injured passen- 
gers were transferred in automobiles and 


‘other vehicles to the Chateau Frontenac. 


A staff of doctors and nurses took charges 
ef the injured. 


Twenty Women Are Saved, 
Among the twenty-five survivors of the 


‘first cabin there were eight women and one 


child and, strangely, among the twenty-nine 
rescued from the second cabin there were 
also eight women and one child. Of the 101 
persons saved from the steerage four were 
women. 

Among the fifty passengers left in Rimouski 
were a number who were so Il or so badly 
infored that they hed to be taken te the 
hospital. 

Special praise was given the heroic work 
of Dr. James F. Grant of Victoria, B. C., ship’s 
surgeon on the Empress. To his coolnem 
was credited the saving of a large number 
of persons taken out of the water who prob- 
ably would have perished bad they not re- 
ceived prompt medical attention.

He ordered officers and stewards to col- 
lect as many passengers as could be found 
and hold them for the boats. He had nine 
lifeboats ovérboard within ten minutes. 


MANY KILLED BY FIRST BLOW. 


Had there been time, hundreds who went 
down with the ship would have survived. 
But time there was not. A thousand men 
and women who had been asleep awoke too 
late to scramble to the decks. They were 
ecrushed or mangled by the bow of the Stor- 
stadt, injured by splintered timbers or over- 
whelmed in the terrific rush of water. 

It is probable that scores were killed in- 
stantly, but hundreds perished while feebly 
struggling for doorways and while trying 
for a footing on sloping decks. 8 sat act 
The terror and ‘confusion of the few min- 
ntes while the Empress staggered, listed, 
and sank can hardly be putin words. The 
survivors themselves could not describe 
those minutes adequately. They came 
ashore at Rimouski stunned mentally as 
well as physically. 


UNABLE TO AROUSE PASSENGERS 


The proportion of the crew saved far 
outnumbered the proportion of passengers 
rescued. That is explained, however, by 
the statement that an unusual number of 
the officers and crew were on duty when 
the collision occurred and that it was im- 
possible for them, in the brief time they had, 
to arouse and save the passengers. 

Few of the seventy-seven in the first cabin 
were alive when the little relief steamships, 
the Eureka and the Lady Evelyn found a 
wreckage strewn river and nine overcrowd- 
ed lifeboats 

Only a handful from the second cabin 
managed to get into the lifeboats or be 
picked up by the relief steamers and the 
Storstadt. The loss of life among the third 
class passengers was heavy. 


SENDS OUT WIRELESS CALLS. 


The S. O. S. call was ticked out by Hd- 
ward Bomford, the junior wireless operator. 
Bomford had just come on duty to relieve 
his friend, Ronald Ferguson, when the 
‘Storstad rammed the Empress. Both young 
men were thrown to the deck. 

They heard as they picked themeelves up 
the chorus of the disaster—the cries, groans, 
and screams of injured and drowning pas- 

sengers. An officer came running to the 
wireless house with orders from Capt. Ken- 
dall, but Bomford at the key did not have 
to wait for orders. He began to call the 
Marconi station at Father Point, nearby as 
wireless communication goes, and kept at it 
desperately until he had the ear of the 
Father Point operator. 

Then young Bomford tuned his wireless 
to search the river and the gulf, and he 
hurled the news of the Empress’ fate for 
500 miles oceanward. |

All lights went out at the first crash. 
More than 1,400 persons were fighting for 
life in the black dark. Bomford and oth- 
ers who managed to win a way to the top 
deck saw scores leap into the sea. They 
saw hundreds trying to crawl up decks 
that were sloping precipitously lose their 
balance and fall backward into the rising 
water. | 

Passengers who couldn't get to the few 
lifeboats in time seized chairs or anything 
loose they could find and leaped into the 
river. Many persons perished in the cold 


and praying for help. 

It is impossible to gay tonight how many 
were ground to death when the Storstad’s 
bow ripped through tiers of staterooma. 
Many of the survivors were brought ashore 
suffering from broken legs or arms or deep 
cuts or bruises. 


VESSEL SINKS LIKE STONE. 

Big and powerful as it was, of 14,500 tons 
register and displacing 20,000 tons, the Em- 
press went te the bottom as a stone sinks. 
seventeen minutes after the collision there 
was nothing on the surface of the St. Law 
rence save the lifeboats drifting with the 
tide, a litter of wreckage, and the crippled 
collier backing away into the fog. 

One of the saddest disappointments of the 
disaster was the inability of the Storstad to 
rescue many of the Empress’ people. The 
collier’s officers were afraid for a few min- 
utes that it would sink. 

The bow was crushed to the water Une 
and it took in a great deal of water, but it 
was able to continue on its way up the St. 
Lawrence to Rimouski and land a few sur- 
vivors from the Empress that the crew had 
taken from wreckage or who managed to 
swim to the Storstad in the fog. 


WIRELESS STATION CALLS Ar. 


The world got the first news of the disas- 
ter from J. MeWilliams, the Marconi oper- 
ator at Father Point. McWilliams wag 
asleep at 1:52 a. m. when the relief operator 
hammered at hie door and told him that the 
Dmpress of Ireland was sinking. He ran 
to his key and tried to call the ship, but he 
could get no answer. 

There had been time only for the 8. O. 8.

McWilliams notified Manager Whiteside 
of the Father Point station, and Mr. White- 
side as rapidly as possible got word to the 
government steamers Dureka and Lady 
Evelyn, lying at the Rimouski wharf.

The government steamers worked rapidly 
and took on the survivors from the lifeboats 
and a few persons that were clinging to bits 
of wreckage. 

The Eureka picked up thirty-two of the 
eurvivors who were uninjured, recovered 
some of the dead, and was able to bring 
ashore also a few of those who had been 
badly hurt. 

The Lady Evelyn becuse to Rimouski 
the great majority of the survivors, It 
‘ saved Capt. Kendall, who was badly hurt 
when he leaped from the bridge of the Em- 
press just as the ship sank and fell upon a 
hatch cover. It happened that No. 8 lifeboat 
was near the hatch and members of the crew 
hauled their captain into the boat in time 
to save his life. Capt. Kendall is seriously 
injured and there was a report in Rimouski 
tonight that he may die of his hurts. 


CRUISE ABOUT HUNTING BOATS. 

The Eureka and the Lady Evelyn cruised 
at the scene of the disaster for half an hour, 
until their commanders were certain that 
there were no more survivors to be picked 
up. It was hoped at that time that the 
Storstad had been able to eave hundreds, a 
hope that was soon dissipated. No more 
than fifty were on the collier. 

It was after 8 a. m. when the tug Eureka 
with thirty-nine survivors came wp to the 
Father Point wharf. An agent of the Ca- 
nadian Pacific railway advised Capt. Bo- 
langer of the tug to put in at the Rimouski 
wharf for the reason that better care could 
be given to the survivors there. 

The Canadian Pacific official telephoned 
to Rimouski ahead of the Eureka and or- 
dered all the cabs and doctors that could be 
obtained. Within half an hour the Eureka’s 
rescued were being cared ‘for all right at 
Rimouski, | 

There were distressing, unforgettable 
scenes as the living and the dead were de- 
livered to the shore. 


GREAT NEED FOR CLOTHES. . 

The Lady Evelyn, with more than 300 
survivors and a number of bodies, arrived 
at the Rimouski wharf at about 4 a. m. 
Among the rescued were men and women 
who had not been able or who had not had 
time to bring with them more than their 
night clothes. 

The officers and crew of the mail tender 
had done what they could in providing coats, 
but their supply was not ample for the hun- 
dreds, and many suffered terribly from the 
cold. 

Most of the population of Rimouski were 
at the wharf ready and eager to do what was 
possible. They carried blankets, clothing, 
hot coffee, food, and medicines. The mayor, 
H. R. Fisett, was in charge of the relief 
work, acting with the local Canadian Pacific 
agents. Every doctor in the town was hard 
at work for hours, going from house to house 
where the survivors were quartered. 


RELIEF STATIONS FITTED OUT. 

Two relief stations were established, one 
at the wharf and one at the Inter-Colonial 
railroad ata tion, but these were not adequate 
for the care of so many. The grave problem 
was solved by the open heartedness of the 
townspeople, who turned over their own 
homes to the suffering. 

Of the survivors it was found that thirty- 
four were from the second cabin. In this 
class bad traveled 150 Salvation army dele- 
gates who were on their way from the, do- 
minion cities to attend a great international 
conference in London. Twenty of these 
were rescued. 7 

Many of the survivors were rushed to 
Quebec this afternoon after they had had 
preliminary care and attention at Rimouski. 


FIRST REPORT FROM CAPTAIN. 
The first official account of the disaster 
Was prepared and wirelessed to the Cana- 


dian Pacific marine superintendent, Capt. 
Walsh, by Capt. Kendall himself. Although 


he was badly injured and suffering greatly, 
he dictated the following: 

“ Empress of Ireland, stopped by dense 
fog, struck amidships in vital spot by collier 
Storetadt. Ship gone.” 

From the Marconi operator at Father 
Point the line received the following:

WIRELESS OPERATOR TELLS 
HOW HE SENT RESCUE SHIPS. 


Awakened by . O. S.“ Cry for Help 
— parks from Machine Bush Two 
Steamers to Empress of Ireland. 


Quebec, May 29.—[Spectal.]—The story of 


how the distress of the Empress of Ireland 
was made known was related in an interview 
by J. McWilliama, Marconi wireless operator 
at Father Point. 

‘When the Empress left fts pilot at Father 
Point at 1:30 o’clock this morning,” he said, 
‘the weather was clear, but there came a 
fog and at 1:50 o’clock I was awakened by 
the ‘Ss. O. S.“ Agnal sounding from my r. 
ceiving apparatus above my bedroom. I 
picked up the Empress’ calls for help and 
got in touch with it, but could not get much 
from it, the signals stopping suddenly a few 
geconds later. I flashed the danger over to 
the government boats Lady Evelyn and 
Eureka. The latter was first to rush to the 
scene, only a few miles away, the Lady DV. 
lyn following closely. 

“The day broke shortly after end I could 
see from the Marooni station ashore with a 
giaas the two government steamers scouring 
the sea. not far off, together with a coaling 
steamer and lifeboats. There was no sign 
of the Empress and I knew the St. Law- 
rence had its Titantio. 

“About 3 o’clock the Eureka steamed back 
to ite moorings at Father Point, carrying 
thirty-two survivors and a number of bodies, 
and the Lady Evelyn was soon on tte way to 
Rimouski with survivors and bodies also. 

“Both wireless operators on the lost boat 
were rescued from the sea, as vase also tts 
captain, Capt. Kendall, who was found 
clutching a bit of wreckage. He frantically 
declared he would sooner have gone down 
with his ship. The collier Storstad is badly 
damaged tn ita stern, but, although making 
water, is heading up the river toward Que- 
beo, where it is expected early ow 
morning.”

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LONDON STUNNED BY DISASTER 


Magnitude Not Understood Until 
Late at Night. 


QUEEN MOTHER INQUIRES. 


Shipping Flags at Halfmast; Canadian 
Pacific Posts Bulletins. 


LONDON, May 20.—The full magnitude of 
the disaster to the Empress of Ireland was 
understood by the English public only late 
tonight. The day was one of suspense and 
eagerness for news throughout the kingdom, 
while conflicting bulletins succeeded one an- 
other from early morning to evening. The 
papers and the public were disposed to place 
faith in the most hopeful reports. 


The last regular editions of the evening | 
papers contained the report that many per- 
sons had been saved. Extras were issued 
later with the statement that the chief 
Marconi operator of the Empress of Ireland 
has wired from Father Point that 1,000 peo- 
ple have been drowned.” 

The worst fears were confirmed by Sir 
Thomas Shaughnessy’s statement in the 
extras, which reached the theatergoers as 
they emerged from the places of amusement, 
that the catastrophe was the most serious 
in the history of the St. Lawrence route. 

Sir Henry Seton-Karr and Laurence S. B. 
Irving were the only persons aboard whose 
names were well known here. Most of the 
other English passengers in the first cabin 
were business men from provincial cities. 


Other Englishmen on Board. 

Other English passengers aboard the ves- 
sel included H. G. Maginnis, managing di- 
rector of the firm of Mappin & Webb, of 
whom there is no newa; J. H. Cash, a cotton 
spinner of Farnsfield Hall.

Montreal, Que., May 28—Capt. Kendall 
of the wrecked Empress of Ireland won 
fame in the annals of crime detection in 
1910, when he aided in the capture of Dr. 
Hawley H. Crippen, American dentist, want- 
ed in London for the murder of his wife, 
Belle Elmore, a dance hall favorite. 
Kendall at that time was commander of the 
Montrose. 

Dr. Crippen and his typist, Ethel Clara 
Leneve, were on board the Montrose in dis- 
guise for eleven days and were not suspected 
by the other passengers. Yet not only the 
authorities waiting at Quebec were aware 
of their presence on the Montrose, but the 
entire world of newspaper readers followed 
the routine of their daily life on the vessel 
as it steamed toward land, where they were 
arrested. 


Tells of Crippen’s Disguise.

Passengers Given Two Days of 
Scenery Along St. Lawrence. 


SIX DECKS ABOARD SHIP. 


Built in Glasgow Yards in Scotland at 
Cost of $2,000,000. 


The Empress of Ireland was the sister ship 
of the Empress of Britain. The two boats 
were popular among summer tourists be- 
cause they afforded two daysof the beautiful 
scenery of the St. Lawrenceriver. The boats 
were the property of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway company, and tours are arranged 
which combine the use of the steamships and 
the railroad traing of that company for the 
convenence of travelers. 

The dimensions of the Empress of Ireland 
were: Length over all, 570 feet: breadth, 65 
feet 6 inches, and depth to the upper deck, 40 
feet; the tonnage was 14,500 tons and the 
displacement 20,000 tons 

The hull was divided into ten watertight 
compartments, any two of which, it was con- 
tended, might be flooded and the ship yet 
remain afloat. Further, there was a dou- 


ble cellular bottom extending from stem to 
stern, 


Makeup of Propelling Machines. 

The propelling machinery consisted of two 
separate sets of quadruple expansion en- 
gines, aggregating 18,000 indicated horse 
power, each set having four cylinders work- 
ing on four cranks. The propellers had each 
four blades of manganese bronze. 

There were nine boilers of the ordinary 
multitubular type in two watertight com- 
partments, six double-ended, with eight fur- 
naces, and three single-ended, with four 
furnaces. The furnaces were fitted with 
forced draught, and the working steam pres- 
sure was 220 pounds to the square inch. 

The Empress of Ireland was built at the 
Fairfield Shipbuilding works, Glasgow, Scot- 
land, at a cost of $2,000,000. 


Six Decks on the Ship. 

The boat had five passenger decks and 
above them the boat deck, on which were 
situated the quarters of the captain and 
other navigating officers, the 
and wheelhouse and the navigating bridge. 
The upper promenade deck, immediately be- 
low the boat deck, afforded a walk of about 
one-eighth of a mile and shelter nooks for 
deck chairs were supplied along this prome- 
nade. A promenede of one-sixth of a mile 
was arranged on the lower deck. 

Amidship was the café, and at the oppo- 
site end was the smoking room. The saloon 
deck was next below the lower promenade 
and contained the first cabin dining saloon, 
the social hall, smoking room and dining sa- 
loon of the second cabin. It also provided 
one of the promenades for the second class 
passengers. 

Below the saloon deck was the upper deck, 
part of which was devoted to first cabin ac- 
commodations and the remainder to second 
cabin staterooms. The better portions of 
the main deck were occupied by second cabin 
staterooms. This deck also furnished the 
third class Gining room, forward of which 
were the third class cabins.

Empress of Ireland Rescues Esti- 
mated to Bring the Total to 6,000 
- Bince 1900. 


The rescue lists of the Empress of Ireland 
adds a new credit to the life saving record 
of wireless telegraphy. It is estimated that 
6,000 persons owe their lives to the calls of 
the wireless. 

The radio telegraph came into practical 
use in 1900. In that year its value was dem- 
onstrated in the collision between the Re- 
public and the Florida. Fifteen hundred 
lives were saved then. Jack Binns, the 
operator who stuck to his post, and the wire- 
less sprang into fame together. The “C. 
Q. D.” of the Republic brought the Baltic

FEARS FOR LIVES ON LAKES 


Sabath Seeks to Ascertain if 
Boats Obey Safety Laws. 


MORE MONEY IS NEEDED. 


Treasury Department's Hands Tied in 
the Inspection Service. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., May 20.—[Special.]— 
Congressman Sabath of Chicago today wrote 
Secretary Redfield of the department of 
commerce to ascertain if the excursion

Fear Accident to Excursionists. 

Congressmen Sabath and Gallagher both 
said this afternoon that they fear accidents 
on any one of several lake excursion steam- 
ers every time they put out of port. 

„One steamer running out of Chicago,” 
Mr. Sabath said, often carries more than 
8.500 persons. I am certain, in case of ac- 
cident, the crew of that steamer could not 
handle the crowd of excursionists on it and 
also that the steamer does not carry suffi- 
cient lite saving apparatus to protect the 
passengers. 

„1 know there are certain regulations and 
laws for steamships carrying passengers on 
the lakes and I want to know exactly what 
they are and if they are being enforced.” 


Revised Rules for Lakes. 
Following the Titanic disaster, the board 
of supervising inspectors amended the rules 
and regulations for safety devices on ves- 
sels plying within the five mile limit at 
sea on the lakes and rivers.

Dictator’s Forcible Elimination 
Seems Imminent. 


BLANQUET’S HAND IS SEEN. 


Recent Reported Mutiny Attempt Re- 
vives Old Discord. 


Vera Cruz, May 20.—President Huerta’s 
position was described again today by refu- 
gees who arrived here from the capital, as 
extremely critical because of the growing 
antagonism among army officers to his con- 
tinuance in what is virtually a dictatorship. 

The many reports of the mutiny on Satur- 
day last, when Federals were said to have 
been repulsed with heavy loss in an attack 
on President Huerta’s home in a suburb, and 
of a previous uprising among the troops, 
show clearly that the forcible elimination 
of Huerta by his own men is an ever present 
possibility, although the detailed stories of 
the recent rising, which vary widely, may be 
inaccurate. 

Americans and other foreigners in the capi- 
tal are convinced of the partial truth of 
these reports at least. The newspapers are 
not allowed to publish anything relating to 
the disturbances known to have occurred. It 
is said El x ais, the most independent of the 
capital papers, has been suppressed since 
last week, when an item describing a mutiny 
of the palace guard, composed of members of 
the heretofore loyal Twenty-ninth infantry, 
was set up and about to be printed. 


Revives Blanquet Row. 

The reported attempted mutiny among the 
men of tlie twenty-ninth iq doubly interest- 
ing because it leads back to the rumors 
of discord between President Huerta and 
Gen. Blanquet, minister of war. The vary- 
ing accounts of this split between the two 
men were augmented today by what pur- 
ports to be a detailed report from a palace 
official of a recent conference between 
Huerta, Blanquet. and Gen. Velasco, when 
Gen. Velasco rece d orders to return to 
San Luis Potosi, taking with him the re- 
cruits impressed from the territory sur- 
rounding the capitol and including many 
high caste Mexicans, who volunteered to 

ht against the Americans. ‘

ing these raw recruits, poorly armed and 
almost without ammunition, to the front. 
Enraged by this opposition, Huerta is said 
to have leaned across the table, anc shaking 
his fist in Velasco's face, shouted at him

On the occasion of the emperor's first visit 
to Leo XIII. at Rome he was about to be 
ushered into the pontiff’s private apart- 
ments when his helmet slipped from his left 
arm on to the floor. 

Cardinal Della Volpe, who had not at that 
time been elevated to the sacred college, and 
who was grand master of the papal house- 
hold, immediately stooped down to pick it up. 

Unfortunately, the kaiser, who is quick and 
impulsive, bent down for the same purpose, 
and the consequence was that the heads of 
the monarch and of the prelate came into 
exceedingly violent collision, and the gravity 
of all present was put to a severe test. 

It required the utmost presence of mind 
on the part of the prelate to restrain him- 
Self from applying his hands to his damaged 
pate. 


— 

The irritation caused by this incident had 
the effect of disturbing the emperor’s equa- 
nimity and good temper, and the inteview 
which followed between himself and the 
pontiff was marked by a lack of cordiality 
and of friendliness which created a painful 
impression at the time, but which was re- 


. paired on the occasion of subsequent visits 


of the German ruler to the Eternal city. 
Indeed, it was not until the first subse- 
quent call of the kaiser at the Vatican a 
year or so later, after the dismissal of the 
Bismarcks, that amicable relations were es- 
tablished between himself and Leo XIII., re- 
lations which existed unimpaired until the 
conclusion of the late pontiff’s reign.

Cardinal Della Volpe has always been un- 
der the impression that the kaiser harbored 
resentment against him for having inadver- 
tently placed him in a ridiculous position, 
and, believing this, has used the consider- 
able influence which he possesses at Rome 
in papal circles rather against Germany than 
in its behalf. | 

Perhaps he, too, still harborg resentment 
against the emperor for having rendered 
him the butt of any number of witticisms 
in connection with the incident, and feels 
that in spite of his valuable services to the 
church and to the papacy his chief title to 
international fame is that he butted the 
kaiser, whom he is said to regard as the 
hardest headed monarch of Christendom.

As a result of this quarrel with Beidler, 
Siegfried Wagner prevailed upon his mother 
to suspend all further payments to Isolde, 
raising for the first time the argument that 
she was not the offspring of Wagner, but of 
Hans Von Bulow, the pianist, who waa the 
first husband of Cosima Wagner. 

Isolde Beidler thereupon instituted pro- 
ceedings against her mother for the continu- 
ance of her share in the annual revenues of 
Richard Wagner's estate, demanding that 
she ghould be judieially recognized as the 
great composer’s daughter. 

She declared that in bringing this suit she 
was actuated by the necessity of protecting 
the interests of her young children.

Bloomington, III., May 29.—[Special.}—On 
the platform of once a Republican, always 
a Republican,” Minis Republicans got to- 
gether here today in a celebration that 
brought great joy to the hearts of the party 
spokesmen.

Leaders of all factions of the party and 
from every district sat together at the tables 
and participated in the conferences before 
ahd after the banquet. Three former for- 
ernors—Charies 8. Deneen, Richard Yates 
and Joseph W. Fifer—were among the guests 
of honor. Neither former Speaker Joseph G. 
Cannon hor former Congressman William 
B. McKinley was present, but they were 
amply represented by able Neutenants. 


Seek to Reunite Factions, 

Former Attorney General George W. Wick- 
ersham and former Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor Charies Nagel were the principal 
speakers, but impromptu addresses were 
made by the three former governora and by 
Judge Newton W. Gilbert, formerly of Ohio, 
who was vice governor general of the Phil- 
ippines. 

„With malice toward none and charity | 
for all,” and “ a house divided against itself 
cannot stand,” quoted from Lincoln, fur- 
nished the joint texts for the first roundup 
of the G. O. P. since the 1912 elections, 

Ex-Progressives were present in rather 
formidable numbers, particularly from the 
central Illinois counties. Several of the can- 
didates on the Progressive ticket in 1912 
were prominent in the progéedings.”

HE purpose of Prof. Alfred M. Brookes’ 
“ ARCHITECTURE AND THE AL- 
LIED ARTS” (Bobbs-Merril) com- 


history of art, but rather to ad- 
vocate the study of big subjects not only as 
an incentive to the study of beauty but as 4 
basis for a better understanding of ancient 
and medieval history. 

In a singularly clear and simple manner 
Prof. Brooks proceeds to justify the purpose 
of his book. After his first chapter on the 
significance of art itself, he describes the 
architecture of Greece and Rome, the scuip- 
ture of those nations, the Christian archi- 
tecture of Rome and its sculpture, and the 
architecture of Byzantium, the Romanesque 
school and its sculpture, and the Gothic. A 
paper on Gothic sculpture and the minor 
arts concludes the work. 

Professor Brooks is quite free from pedan- 
try and he avoids technical terms wherever 
it is possible to do so. It isa singular fact 
that while the fine arte are taught in nearly 
every university of Europe, but few er- 
ican colleges pay any attention to the sub- 
ject. It is to be hoped that Professor Brooks’ 
work will bear fruit in thie direction. The 
book is illustrated with many photographs 
and drawings. 


Some time ago the ch charge was made that 
a large proportion of American sculpture 
was not the work of the men whose names it 
bore. Artists of all times have had as 
sistants whom they allowed to work upon 
commissions which they, the artists, re- 
ceived. Al the great masters were sur- 
rounded by shoals of workmen of this sort. 
In some cases the painter would block out 
a study and his assistants, trained in his 
method, would fill in the detail, the master 
here and there touching them up. 

The subject of a portrait would order cop- 
les of the painting and the artist would have 
the replicas done by his pupils, the work 
going out with his signature. In consequence 
the public and private galleries of the world 
have many works which are spurious or of 
doubtful authenticity. Directors, collectors, 
and art dealers are loath to admit this fact, 
but the experts know. 

Mr. John C. Van Dyke of Rutgers college, 
a critic of pronounced ideas and acknowl- 
edged authority, has begun the publication 
of a series of art guides through Scribner's 
Sons. NEW GUIDES TO OLD MAS- 
TERS" he calls them, and the design is te 
provide for tourists and students, hints for 
the appreciation of the pictures, written 
from the painters’ point of view, that shall 
have.some sense of proportion in the selec- 
tion and criticism of pictures; that shall 
have a critical basis for discrimination be- 
tween the good and the bad.” 

His notes were written before the pic- 
tures themselves and the reader will find 
many criticisms not usually found in art 
guidebooks. He will discover many pictures

Moleskin Joe, whom Flynn meets 
in the slave mar „ and who leads him 
into tramp life, is an amiable drunkard who 
has acquired an interesting if untenable 
philosophy in his wandering, who charac- 
teristically says, swearing is not a habit;

Two faults may be found with the book; but 
they are ones naturally to be expected in an 
author of MacGill’s youth.

Midway Co-ed Wallops 
Professors at U. of C. 


NIVERSITY OF CHICAGO professors are 
criticised for their absorption in studies 
and their professional antagonism toward 
colleagues who teach other subjects by 
Miss Mabel De La Mater, who writes as 

“A Senior Who Is Not Sorry to Go” in the 
May issue of the student Literary Monthly, pub- 
lished yesterday. 

Miss De La Mater pokes fun at the instruc- 
tors who allow their educational rivalry to lead 
them to hostile remarks about their colleagues, 
and criticises the University of Chicago for its 
“highly fascinating financial policy” for the 


growth of “half veiled caste laws” against stu- 


dents of particular departments, and for 


“plagiarizing traditions.” 
— — 

Miss De La Mater, who is on the publishing 
boards of various campus publications, writes 
her article as the confessions of a “ grind.” She 
says that of thirty-three college courses only 
twelve did her any good. The other twenty-one 
she describes as “a perfect and merciful blank.” 

“Who has not smiled,” writes Miss De La 
Mater, “during the first meeting of almost 
every course, at the casual way in which the 
instructor will assure the class that here, finally, 
is the real hub of the curriculum, toward which 
all other courses lead, and from which their in- 
terests are to be rigorously omitted, The ethics 
teacher takes a sly rap at political economy 
when discussing child labor and the trusts, and 
the political economy teacher brags that whisky 
and loaded dice have as much ‘ value’ as Bibles, 
to spread the impression that there is no mush 
about political economy. 

“There are a great many things in college 
to be remarked upon; its slack acceptance of a 
host of ideas, good and bad, at one moment; its 
taut conservatism at the next; its financial pol- 
icy of building grand stands and paying scholar- 
ships for service in the libraries; its system of 
making traditions by plagiarizing them from 
some other school; its half veiled caste laws 
against the School of Education, the Law school, 
and the College of Commerce and Administra- 
tion, and the world of glamour arising from 
loud and breezy football games. 
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“YT simply record the sad truth that here, 
where four years of the fairest years of our 
lives have been set. apart to fin some great 
wakening light on the problem of living, a 
prodigious amount of time is wasted by both 
students and faculty. 

“I should be able to say more about college 
spirit and the joy of college life if, whenever I 
think of graduation, I didn’t have such a curi- 


-ous longing to get out of college, out to real 


work and struggle, where there is less flippancy 
and cynicism.”

Norwegians Plan Big Sangerfest. 


The largest sangerfest in the history of the 
Norwegian Singers’ Association of America will 
open in Chicago next Friday with a concert in 
Orchestra hall. It is the twelfth biennial 
sangerfest, and will comprise two concerts, Fri- 
day and Saturday evenings in Orchestra hall, 
and a rally in Riverview park on“ Sunday, 
June 7. 

The chorus will comprise 1,000 men singers 
from all over the United States under the di- 
rection of Emil Biörn of Chicago. Miss Inga 
Orner of the Metropolitan Opera company will 
be the principal soloist. At the close of the 
sangerfest a picked chorus of 300 singers, with 
Mr. Blörn as director in chief, will leave for 
Norway to participate in Norway’s centennial 
celebration. 

This year’s sangerfest is given under auspices 
of ‘the five Chicago Norwegian singing societies. 
Julius Jager of Chicago, president of the na- 
tional association, is chairman of the joint com- 
mittee in charge of arrangements. 


Plan Social Center for 
U. of I. Methodist Students 


CAMPAIGN for raising $275,000 for the 
establishment of a social and church cen- 
ter for the 1,000 Methodist students at 
the University of Illinois at Champaign 
is now being waged. 

The four conferences of the Methodist de- 
nomination, representing in the state 1,050 con- 
Sregations, are united in the campaign and have 
incorporated the Wesley foundation at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, composed of one minister 
and one layman from each of the conferences, 
four members at large, and one appointed by 
the board of education of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church in New York. 

The Rev. J. C. Baker, pastor of the Trinity 
Methodist Episcopal church, which is located 
near the university campus, and the Rev. George 
E. McCammon, executive secretary of the Wes- 
ley foundation, are in special charge of the 
money raising. 

A site, 200x180 feet, has been secured, and 
the first building to be erected will be the one 
to be used as a social center. It is expected 
later to increase the amount of money to $500,- 
000 to provide for the building of a new church. 
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A special feature in arousing the Methodist 
constituency of the state is the enlistment of 
150 laymen.. These men have visited the site, 
looked over the plans of the new buildings con- 
templated, and have entered into the personal 
canvass for funds. They will make from three 
to five speeches each in the churches of the 
state, not only in the cities but in the village 
and country churches. 

Among the men who are active in arousing in- 
terest are W. A. Heath of Chicago, Senator 
Hugh S. Magill of Princeton, and Senator J. J. 
Brown of Vandalia. The stereopticon is being 
used to show pictures of the buildings and stu- 
dent activities of the university, and interest 
is thereby being created in the state university. 

Not only are the Methodists working to es- 
tablish a religious center, but several other de- 
nominations are engaged in the same task, al- 
though as yet none are planning on so large a 
scale as the Methodists are. 

The Congregationalists have purchased a 
house and lot and are canvassing the state for 
funds. The Presbyterians already have built a 
church, a hall for women, and have an endow- 
ment fund of $60,000 to support the work. 

The Episcopalians have erected a dormitory 
costing $30,000 for women, and nave = men’s 
dormitory and a chapel in contemplation of 
building. The Unitarians have erected a chapel 
and support a regular minister. 

The aBptist and Disciples denominations are 
also both actively at work in soliciting funds. 
The Roman Catholic students are organizing 
into the Spalding guild and will no doubt be 
religiously cared for as a part of the parish 
work of the twin cities of Champaign and Ur- 
bana. 
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A woman who desires to remain unknown 
has given an eighty acre farm toward the 
Wesley foundation. Another donor has given 
$2,500, and other gifts, it is learned, are in 
contemplation. 

“Among the reasons for establishment of 
the church and social center at the univer- 
sity,” said the Rev. J. C. Baker in outlining 
the work of the campaign, “is to encourage 
young men to enter the ministry. The need 
of this is seen in the fact that at one of the 
Methodist conferences in this state only one 
candidate for the ministry appeared. 

„The aid offered by the state university to 
rural ministers in studying agriculture and in 
teaching them how to meet the rural church 
problems is another reason why the work 
ought to be encouraged. 

“Young people who are studying at the uni- 
versity wha do not enter the ministry will be 
asked when they return to the farm to seek 
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HE final meeting for the season of the 
Sunday Evening club will be held to- 
morrow in Orchestra hall.

The Wedding Cake. 


HE term “ wedding cake” has come to be 
reserved exclusively for the pyramidal, 
heavily and fancifully frosted mound of 
pound or fruit cake, which is prepared at 
a caterer’s at great expense and trans- 

perted with equally great expense to the home 
of the bride as the central decoration of the 
eating part of the ceremony. 

This is not the bride's cake, usually, contain- 
ing the piece of money, the button, the darn- 
ing needle, the thimble, and ring. This should 
be dead white, and is just the old fashioned 
lady or mountain cake. The bride makes the 
first cut with the hope that she ill have the 
happy fortune of getting the piece of money, 
which symbolizes good fortune. If a military 
man be present perhaps she borrows his sword 
fpr this slash, as did our most distinguished 
bride the other day. 


oo 


The dark cake, which is sometimes the one 
put in the boxes for guests to take away (mono- 
gramed boxes this year) is the groom’s cake. 
A slice of dark and a slice of white may be in 
the boxes. This dark cake may be made weeks 
before, but is not iced usually until a little 
while before it is used, because the icing, be it 
ever so heavy (and it is usually a quarter of an 
inch thick at least) discolors. White of egg is 
usually brushed over the cake just before the 
icing is put on. 

Not only these cakes, but a variety of cakes 
have often graced the wedding feast; heart 
shaped cakes or round little pound cakes with 
white frosting used for decorative purposes, 
and to give away afterwards, gold cake, cakes 
for stacking, etc. 

The idea of having some of these things to 
give away to friends seems to prevail all over 
the world. In Italy the great wedding sweet is 
the white sugared almond. The candy shops in 
Rome have bushels of these in their windows 
just preceding the great wedding day of the 
year, which is the day upon which ancient Rome 
was founded, 

You may be given some of these sugared al- 
monds in March left over from a December 
wedding, if you are a caller in the house where 
the wedding took place.

“ History tells us that the wedding cake was 
an institution among the ancients, the same as 
with us.

“A similar custom prevails in some portions 
of Scotland, where a bannock is broken above 
the head of the young wife as she for the first 
time enters hr new home. In Queen Eliza- 
beth's time spice cakes and buns were eaten at 
weddings. From these the fashion and fancy 
grew for all sorts of elaborate and deliciously 
unwholesome combinations, as in the cake of 
today.” 

The head caterer in London has a room set 
apart for wedding cakes. It has stained glass 
windows, and the prevalence of the dead white 
monuments gives it an atmosphere that is more 
mortuary than bridal.

BRIDE’S CAKE— The whites of five eggs, 
one-half a cup of butter, one cup and a half 
of sugar, two cups o. flour, one-half a cup of 
buttermilk or rich whipped up sour milk, three- 
fourths of a teaspoon of cream of tartar, sifted 
through flour; one-fourth of a level teaspoon 
of soda, dissolved in a teaspoon of tepid water. 
Cream the butter and the sugar thoroughly; 
add a little of the beaten egg white, beating 
it up well; then the rest alternately with the 
flour. Lastly, add flavoring and then pour in 
the water from the soda, leaving out any sedi- 
ment. This is enough for two loaves, small 
breadpan size. Bake about forty‘¢aninutes. 

This cake may be used on the day made, 
while one made of sweet milk, instead of sour, 
three teaspoons of baking powder, and a half a 
cup more of flour is stiffer and crustier, and 
is not good until it has ripened somewhat. 
There is no great difference between the two, 
but what there is favors the sour milk cake. 

This cake used always to be flavored with 
almond. Today people favor vanilla, but an 
icing for it so flavored is not as snow white.

WOLVERINES UP IN FRONT 
Michigan with Small Squad 
Places Eight Men in the 

„ Finals at Cambridge. 


Cambridge, Mass., May 29.—Despite occa- 
sional upsets and surprises, the track teams 
of the University of Pennsylvania, Cornell, 
and Yale competed true to form here today, 
qualifying the leading number of athletes in 
the preliminaries of the thirty-ninth annual 
championship meet of the Intercollegiate 
Association of Amateur Athletes of America, 

When the trials m eleven of the thirteen 
events comprising the program were com- 
pleted Cornell had placed sixteen, Pennsyl- 
vania fourteen, Yale thirteen, Harvard 
eleven, Michigan ten, California and Dart- 
mouth eight each, Princeton four, with ax 
other institutions represented by scattering 
placements. 


Athletes Hold Back Speed. 

With a fast track and a stiff breeze blow- 
ing down the stretch, the performances 
averaged well, but there was little that 
verged on the sensational, the star competi- 
tors evidently holding in reserve the energy 
which will be needed in the finals tomorrow. 

The best performance was the winning of 
the first heat of the 120 yards high hurdles 
by B. W. Brodt of Cornell in :15 2-5. Run- 
ning within one-fifth of a second of the in- 
tercollegiate record, Brodt defeated Potter 
of Yale by five yards, and the Yale star later 
broke down in the first qualifying heat for 
second men, being easily defeated by Pick- 
ard of Colgate. 


Michigan Team Shows Strong. 

The Universities of California and Michi- 
gan, although overshadowed by the size of 
the teams entered by several of the eastern 
universities and colleges, gave a remarkable 
demonstration of the caliber of the athletes 
of the middle and far west. 

Because of the excellent all round showing 
of the Cornell team the Ithacan collegians 


are favorites for first place, but the new scoring 
syetem, which gives five points for first, four for 
second, three for third, two for fourth, and one for 
fifth, is likely to produce an exceedingly close and 
exciting finish.

Federal League Head Predicts 
Revolution in Baseball in 
Sixty Days. 


RAIN BALKS GAME HERE.

Those Chifeds were prevented from par- 
taking in any actual baseball playing yes- 
terday on the north side because of rain and 
hail which deluged the park an hour before 
game time and made athletic prowess impos- 
sible. Consequently it was left to the mag- 
nates instead of the players to furnish the 
material for this story. 

President Gilmore of the new league gave 
a suggestion for a story in a brief statement 
as follows: :

All its players, as well 
as those of the Cubs and St. Louis Cardinals, in- 
tended to pass the afternoon watching the north 
side game, and several appeared at the park before 
the rain storm came up and spoiled proceedings.

FOSTER PARENTS 
| MUST BE TESTED 


Judge Rules Those Who 
Would Adopt Certified 
Babies Must Quatify. 


ASKS FOR LABORATORY. 


Court Believes Many Applicants 
for Infants Are Mentally 
Unfit.

“Certified foster parents for certified 
bables.“ 

This is the latest rule of the Morals court. 
If you want to become the proud father or 
mother by adoption of a blue eyed baby cer- 
tified by the psychopathic laboratory you've 
got to visit the psychopathic experts your- 
self and let them get a gauge on your men- 
tality. 

Municipal Judge Goodnow yesterday de- 
cided that all would be foster parents here- 
after must stand the psychopathic test and 
qualify. He has asked Chief Justice Oleon 
for the use of three rooms on the northwest 
corner of the eleventh floor, to be set aside 
for the psychopathic laboratory. 


Judgt Goodnow Explains, 
This additional space could be used for 
testing these foster parents,” said the judge. 
„Miss Mary Campbell, assistant in the lab- 
oratory, tells me a majority of the women 
sent in there for examination are between 
the ages of 7% and 11 years in mentality. 
By comparison I believe many applicants 
for babies on our list are about 17 years 
old, and I think parents of that age are not 
capable of adopting a baby or caring for 
one. I'm strong for certified parents.“ 

The judge’s decision was hastened by a 
letter from a nurse at the Chicago Maternity 
hospital and training schools for nurses at 
2314 North Clark street. She stated there 
was a certified bottle fed baby at the insti- 
tution looking for a home, but that three ap- 
plicants for the infant were found not to 
be certified and were turned away. 


Reports on Women Offenders. 

Miss Campbell’s report of twenty-eight 
habitual women offenders shows they have 
been arraigned in the Morals court several 
times each, and are immune from any reme- 
dial effect which fines and imprisonment 
might have. She found all subnormal and 
none to be 11 years old mentally. 
Alt tg ridiculous to keep fining these wom- 
en, saff the judge. They need to be sent 
to a psychopathic institute, where they 
may be kept at least a year and given proper 
treatment, care, and training. I shall make 
an appeal to the legislature for an appro- 
priation for such an institution.”

Senator Invades Egypt,“ Mak- 
ing Address at Louisville. 


SLAPS DEMOCRATIC WASTE. 


Predicts Many Who Left Bepublican 
Party Will Retarn to It. 


Louisville, III., May 29.—[Special.]—United 
States Senator hawrence T. Sherman made 
his opehing campaign speech here this after- 
noon. He arrived from Springfield shortly 
before noon and was met by a large delega- 
tion. He went to the courthouse, where «a 
reception was held, and where the senator 
greeted several hundred voters. 

At the beginning of his address Senator 
Sherman took up the differences between 
the two factions of the Republican party and 
explained the reasons why the party has been 
divided. 

Are you who voted the Progressive ticket 
in the 1912 election Republicans, or have you 
affiliated yourselves with the new party?” 
he said. “ You are still Republicans. The 
only reason you voted the Progressive ticket, 
evidently, was to punish the Republican 
party, by putting the Democrats in power. 
That is all the Democratic party is good for; 
to be used as a sort of lash to punish the Re- 
publican party occasionally. No, it was 
and is not your intention te kill the Repub- 
lican party, just punish it.” 

Accuses Democrats of Waste. 

The senator took a pessimistic view in re- 
viewing the way the government is being 
run by the Democrats. He said the last re- 
port of the treasury department showed a 
shortage between money expended and reve- 
nue provided of something like $25,000,000 


and declared that before the end of the year 


it would exceed $50,000,000. 

“ They are appropriating $20,000,000 to kill 
prairie dogs and gophers,” he said, “anda 
large amount in addition to devise a plan to 
destroy the boll weevil in Texas.

It is doubt- 
ful if anothér man in America, excepting 
possibly Burman and De Palma, have the 
talent possessed by this trio. In the event 
of an excessive speed duel these three driv- 
ers have a fighting chance. 


Tires Important Factor. 

From the standpoint of tires, none of the 
above named drivers has anything on the 
other. All have the same equipment. Tires 
will be an important factor as in previous 
years, and it will be an interesting feature 
to compare the luck of the drivers from whom 
is expected the sensational speed. 

After consideration of the men whose 
speed and ability to maintain high speeds, 
another class of cars and drivers is met up 
with. These are the consistent durable cre- 
ations of Stutz, Sunbeam, Mercedes-Peugeot 
King, and Maxwell; the light remarkably 
fast machines of Bugatti and Baby Peugeot. 
Others to be considered, but only as dark 
— with scarcely a chance of victory, 
are the Duesenbergs, Mason, Burmans, Kee- 
ton, Ray, Beaver-Bullet, Braender, and 


Isotta. 

Shoulé the faster cars encounter tire 
trouble and overheating, as may be expected 
at a terrific pace, these consistent perform- 
ers may well be feared. An example of this 
was Dawson's victory in 1912. Chassagne’s 
Sunbeam is the fourth choice. If the speed 
does not go above eighty miles an hour 
Chassaghe has an equal chance with Ander- 
son and Cooper in the Stutz, Mulford in the 
Mercedes, Peugeot, and one of the two Max- 
wells, which will.be driven by Tetzlaff and 
Carison, the Baby Peugeot of Duray, and 
the Bugatti.

Indianapolis, Ind., May 29.—[ Special. I- The 
turning up process and the elimination trials 
have brought out some surprising speed dual - 
ities in the showing of practically each of 
the thirty qualifying starters, n 
some of the foreign entries. 

The exceedingly fast time made by two 
Peugeots seems to place them as favorites 
for first honors. I believe, however, that 
we Americans have an equal chance. A 
great number of the drivers of the American 
entries virtually have been born on the speed- 
way, and their knowledge of every brick in 
the track, of climatic conditions, of tire econ- 
omy, and all of the numerous details which 
must be taken into account in this five cen- 
tury grind give them a considerable advan- 
tage over our friends from across the sea. 

While the American cars may not be as 
meteoric in their performance, yet their con- 


sistent running, sturdy construction, and 


gaff standing qualities, in my mind, offset 
the apparent superiority in speed qualities of 
the foreign machines. It has been said that 
this is a race of tires, and to a certain extent 
this is true. But when one considers that 
in @ previous race, one car went the entire 


distance without tire change, and finished 


no better than fifth, it is evident that tires 
are not alone the element that bring the 
victory. 

I do not mean to say that a car that does not 
get good tire service can be a serious con- 
tender, for surely that is first in importance, 
and is second only to the staying qualities of 
the car itself. A car must not only be a speed 
creation, but it must possess in equal propor- 
tions the stamina for the terrific — of 
the road. 

The car, American or foreign, — 
flashes in front at the end of the first fifty 
or 100 or 400 miles may be standing help-

ord of the Indianapolis speedway, demon- 
strated he ig a driver of rare recklessness 
and skill. 

While the jammed dining room of the hotel 
was applauding the Frenchmen a hundred 
others-all Americans—were placing hun- 
dreds of dollars in a poolroom in an adjoining 
buffet that Goux or Boillot would finish first 
when the race is ended tomorrow afternoon. 


Flags of All Nations. 
On the buildings in Indianapolis are 
hung flags of England, Belgium, Germany, 
and Italy with the flag of the United States. 


The scene, with its background of hurry- 
ing, tired persons, recalls the world’s fair 
days in Chicago. Early in the evening driv- 
ers for the race tomorrow passed along the 
crowded streets in machines. Yells and 
handclapping greeted them. Carl G. Fisher, 
president of the Speedway association, said 
tonight that more seats had been sold twen- 
ty-four hours before the race than were sold 
for the contest last year.

In front of the various sections of the 
grand stand, which is more than a mile long, 
score boards have been erected so the spec- 
tators can tell the position of each ear as 
it passes by, lap after lap.

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LINDSEY TELLS 
OF WILSON VISIT 


Judge Says President Re- 
ceived Him Courteously on 
Colorado Strike Mission. 


CLASHES WITH KRAUSE. 


Anti-Cruelty. Chief Attacks Ed- 


win K. Whitehead, Secretary 
of State Board. 


Upton Sinclair, New York author and 
socialist, and Judge Ben Lindsey of the Den- 
ver Juvenile court, alternated last night in 
recounting to an audience at the Chicago 
Progressive club the story of the civil war“ 
in the southern Colorado coal fields. Miss 
Jane Addams presided. 

Mr. Sinclair likened the Colorado situation 
to conditions in the Chicago stock yards 
when he wrote his book, The Jungle,” some 
years ago. He has just returned from a 


three weeks’ tour of inspection of the Colo- 


rado strike district. 

Judge Lindsey arrived from Washington 
on an evening train. He went tothe national 
capital to urge President Wilson, he said, to 
appoint a commission to arbitrate the Colo- 
rado trouble. He said he told the president 
the men would accept mediation. The diffi- 
culty, he found. was that the mine operators 
apurned the President's suggestion. 


Wilson About to ActP 

Although refraining from quoting Presi- 
dent Wilson, Judge Lindsey strongly inti- 
mated the pesident had not yet recovered 
from the “ contemptuous ’’ manner in which 
John D. Rockefeller Jr. had repulsed his of- 
fer to settle the Colorado dispute. 

J counseled the president to seize the 
coal mines of Colorado and operate them 
under government supervision,“ said Judge 
Lindsey, until the mine workers could be 
esevred of fair treatment. I urged Hu to 
insist that human rights be piaced above 
property rights. 

“I told him that it would not really be 
necessary for the government to take pos- 
gession of the mines. All that he would 
have to do would be to let Wall street know 
that he was sincere in his intention to do 
go and the mine operators quickly would 
come to time.” 


Wilson Concerned Over Strike. 

Judge Lindsey said he was not at liberty 
to reveal the president's intentions. He said 
he had been courteously received and that 
Mr. Wilson appeared greatly concerned over 
the Colorado situation. He contrasted his 
Teception at the White House with the re- 
fusal of young Rockefeller to meet him. 

The Denver jurist defended his trip to 
Washington and took a fling at his critics im 
Colorado, who had told him, he said, he 
should have remained at home and attended 
to his court duties. He maintained it was 
as much his duty to remove the causes of 
dependency of children as it was to deab with 
dependents in the Juvenile court. 

In assailing the alleged duplicity of certain 
mine officials, who, he said, posed as human- 
itarians publicly and privately encouraged 
assaults on child labor legislation, Judge 
Lindsey criticised Edwin K. Whitehead, sec- 
retary of the Colorado state board of child 
and animal protection.

PRISON REPORT 


Former Judge Cleland’s Plan 
Delayed by Presbyterian 
Assembly. 


NEW TRIAL FOR BARKER. 


Total Membership Gains 48,618 
in Last Year; Wilson Reign 
Praised by Ministers. 


The Presbyterian general assembly wound 
up its business yesterday and adjourned to 
meet next year in Rochester, N. T. The as- 
sembly referred to a committee for another 
year the report on prison reform largely 


vocated by former Municipal Judge McKen- 
zie Cleland. 

The assembly reversed the findings of the 
committee which restored to the Rev. Per- 
cival Barker his ministerial credentials and 
remanded him again to trial by the Neosha, 
Neb., presbytery. 

The assembly reported an increase in the 
Presbyterian church for the year of 48,618 
members. The assembly also reaffirmed the 
strong stand formerly taken on the observ- 
ance of the Sabbath. 


Prison Reform Plan. 

The action in referring back the report on 
prison reform followed a motion by C. G. 
Sterling of Eureka, who secured the en- 
largement of the committee along with its 
reference. Opposition to an indorsement of 
capital punishment brought out the discus- 
sion. 

The reversal of the decision of the judiciary 
committee in the case of Dr. Barker was 
said to be quite an unusual action. The vote 
followed statements by representatives of 
Neosha presbytery who said Mr. Barker had 
not repented of his former wrongdoing and 
had failed to appear for trial when sum- 
moned. 

According to the findings of the judiciary 
committee that the charges against Mr. 
Barker were not sustained, and according to 
his own assertions of innocence, how could 
he repent?’’ demanded the Rev. Francis 
Brown, president of Union Theological sem- 
inary of New York. 


Pleads for Barker. 

J think it is wiser for us to accept the 
findings of the judiciary committee than to 
trust to our own independent judgment. I 
have known Mr. Barker for some time, and I 
have found his work quite successful, espe- 
cially along evangelistic lines. The people 
of his church in Newark are standing by 
him."’ 

The Rev. H. J. Withington of Caney, Kas.; 
J. L. Senior of Waverly, Kas; and the Rev. 
J. H. Salsbury of South Auburn, Neb., in- 
sisted justice would not be done unless the 
presbytery was given a chance to try the 
case over. Mr. Barker was pastor of the 
First Congregational church in Maywood 
about four years ago. 

News of the sinking of the liner the Em- 
press of Ireland was brought to the assembly 
just before the noon recess. The moderator, 
Dr. Maitland Alexander, asked the assembly 
to stand while he offered prayer for those 
who are in mourning because of the loss of 
friends. 

Reports of the year were considered of most 
encouraging character, notwithstanding the 
$40,000 deficit reported by the home and for- 
eign mission. boards. A total of $27,122,365 
was raised by the church for all purposes last 
year. 

The vote indorsing the Mexican policy of 
the president went through without opposi- 
tion. 

The assembly refused to indorse woman's 
suffrage, contending it would be mixing in 
politics, contrary to the constitution of the 
n church.

PARMELEE QUIZ 


Ald. Kjellander Plans New 
Investigation of Motor Cab 
Rates Next Week. 


MANY WRITE “TRIBUNE.” 


Citizens Overcharged by Bus 
Transfer Company Tell 
Experiences. 


Ald. John Kjellander announced yesterday 
that the new investigation of Parmelee 
motor cab rates will begin early next week. 
He is the chairman of a subcommittee of 
the council committee on judiciary assigned 
to the task. He will call it into session as 
soon as he can fix on an hour not occupied by 
other meetings the members of the subcom- 
mittee must attend. 

It is probable a public hearing or an invi- 
tation to the public to send in information 
concerning Parmelee charges will be deter- 
mined upon. Letters of complaint continue 
to pour into the office of THE TRIBUNE, 
and while many of them are identical in 
pointing out general differences between the 
rates of the company and those permitted 
by the ordinance, others recite specific over- 


charges from the personal experience of the 
writers. 


One Lone Word of Sympathy. 

A lonely kind word for the company was 
uttered by Harry P. Hotz of Indianapolis, 
who asserted that its prices were not so steep 
as those of some drivers who own their own 
cars. 

Since you have stirred up the general sub- 
ject of taxi rates,’’ said his letter, ‘‘ can you 
inform me what the legal fare from the 
Northwestern or Union station to the Dear- 
born station might be?

INTRODUCES CHART TO SHOW 
QUAKER OATS PRICE FIXING. 


Government Produces Alleged Agree- 
ments at Hearing of Anti-Trust Suit 
Against the Corporation. 


Alleged price fixing agreements between 


the Quaker Oats company and the Great | 


Western Cereal company were shown in evi- 
dence introduced by the government yester- 
day in the hearing of the anti-trust suit 
against the Quaker Oats company. The 
hearing was before Special Examiner Kate 
S. Holmes in the federal building. 

Morgan L. Davies, special government 
prosecutor, displayed a large chart showing 
the prices between 1903 and 1912. R. M. 
Courtwright, an employé of the 8 
corporation, was the principal witness 

The chart indicated that when the 
Western company was merged with the al- 
leged trust in 1911 the price of rolled oats 
went up in one week from $4.20 to $5.20 a 
barrel. In 1903 the two companies maim- 
tained the same price. In 1904 their prices 
differed slightly because of a disagreement. 
In 1905 the trouble was patched up and the 
prices from then on were almost identiqal. 

In June, 1911, the following notation! was 
made on the chart in regard to the Great 
Western company: G. W. C. Hors de 
Combat.” This was at the time of the 
merger. 


FEDERAL COMMISSION HEARS 
DISPUTES OF TRADE UNIONS. 


Common Laborer and Hodcarrier in 
New York Compelled to Join Six 
Workers’ Leagues. 


New York, May 29.—Disputes between 
trades unions were discussed today before 
the federal commission investigating indus- 
trial relations.

A plasterer’s 
helper, he added, could not work as a hod 
carrier or a stone mason's helper without 
such membership. 

The refusal of the Bricklayers’ union to 
join the American Federation of Labor was 
attributed by Edward Dunn, a Brickl 
member, to their unwillingness to go out on 
sympathetic strikes.

TWO HELD FOR BANK LOOTING 


$175,000 Amsterdam (N. Y.) 
Swindle Laid to New Yorkers. 


OFFICIALS ARE INDICTED. 


Alleged That Men Carried On Opera- 
tions for Four Years. 


New York, May 29—[Special.]—With the 
arrest in New York today of two men and 
the indictment of three in Amsterdam, N. 
T., the federal authorities believe they have 
rounded up a gang which has carried on for 
the last four and a half years a systematic 
looting of the First National bank of Am- 
sterdam. 

The scheme of looting required the ald of 
two officers of the bank, and the amount ob- 
tained, according to the information on 
which the indictments were based, was up- 
wards of $175,000." The First National bank 
of Amsterdam has a capital of $125,000. Its 
surplus and profits are $199,000 and its com- 
bined individual and bank deposits $486,000, 
according to last reports. 

The two men arrested in New York today 
are the sole officers and directors of Oppen- 
heim & Co., promoters, a company which 18 
capitalized at 8500 000. They are the Baron 
Eugene Oppenheim and Howard J. Rogers. 
Baron Oppenheim says he is a brother of 
Baron Robert Oppenheim of Paris and the 
possessor of a papal title. 

Rogers is a New Yorker. He was commis- 
sioner in charge of the United States exhibit 
at the Paris exposition; he was commis- 
sioner in charge of the educational exhibit 
at the St. Louis and Chicago fairs, and was 
in charge of the New York state exhibit at 
the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific exposition in 
Seattle. He has held important jobs in the 
New York state department of education. 

It is charged that a Richard Murphy had 
an inactive account in the bank, and that the 
conspiracy to make fraudulent entries upon 
the books of the bank began on or about Jan. 
1, 1910. 

It is charged that the gang used the simple 
method of fattening Murphy's small bank 
account by depositing to its credit a number 
of small checks which were no good. These 
deposits were credited to Murphy's account 
by Brice, the bookkeeper, and the checks, all 
of which were on out of town banks, were 
never sent through the clearing house or 
any other agency for collection. 


JAPANESE NAVAL OFFICERS 
GUILTY OF ACCEPTING BRIBES. 


One of Accused Given Three Years 
and Another One Year for Frauds— 
Scandal Caused Cabinet’s Fall. 


TOKIO, May 29.—A court martial today 
sentenced Vice Admiral Wa Matsumoto of 
the Japanese navy to three years imprison- 
ment on charges of accepting bribes in con- 
nection with naval contracts. Capt. Sawa- 
saki was condemned to one year's imprison- 
ment. Commander Suzuki was acquitted. 

The existence of corruption in the Japanese 

navy was brought to light through a law suit 
in Berlin in January this year and eventually 
led to the fall of the Japanese cabinet. 
A confidential clerk employed in the To- 
kio office of a German armament firm was 
prosecuted for selling documents. During 
the trial a letter was read showing that sev- 
eral navy officers were receiving a percent- 
age on contracts alloted to the firm. The 
prosecutions followed. 


LANE FAVORS RENOUNCING 


] Would Frame Pact for All Maritime 
Nations, Including United States, to 
Pay for Canal as Used. 


Washington, D. C., May 29.—Senator Lane, 
Republican, of Oregon, today, announcing 
his opposition to the repeal of the Panama 
tolls exemption, proposed that the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty be renounced and that an 
agreement be made with all maritime na- 
tions by which each, including the United 
States, should pay for the use of the canal 
in exact proportion to the use of it. 

Senator Lane contended there should also 
be an international agreement to guarantee 
its neutrality and safety. 

Senator Weeks, Republican, of Massa- 
chusetts, said he had become convinced the 
president was in error in the Panama tolls 
controversy. 


MORE TONICA BANK DEALS OUT. 


President John E. Hartenbower Tells 
of Selling Old Colonization Bonds 
Contrary to Agreement. 


Ottawa, III., May 29.—Further details of 
the financial operations of the owners of the 
defunct Tonica Exchange bank were related 
today by John E. Hartenbower of Chicago, 
the president. In his examination before a 
referee the private banker admitted that 
several thousand dollars’ worth of bonds of 
the Old Colonization Land company of Louis- 
iana were sold, contrary to agreement, after 
the organization of the Jefferson Land com- 
pany, its successor. The hearing was con- 
tinued until Thursday.

Deficit of First Named Road 
Grows $26,000,000 
Since 1910. 


Washington, D. C., May 29.—Inquiry into 
the relations between the Baltimore and Ohio 
and the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
railways was begun today before Chairman 
Harlan of the interstate commerce commis- 
siom 5 

The purp is to develop what, if any, re- 
lationship there is between the Baltimore 
and Ohio's control of the other line and its 
need for additional revenue, as set out in its 
application for increased freight rates. 
Charges have been made in congress that the 
Baltimore and Ohio was bearing the burden 
of certain “ financiering.”” 

President Daniel Willard of the Baltimore 
and Ohio was the first witness called by Spe- 
cial Counsel Louis D. Brandeis. 

He testified that the Baltimore and Ohio 
began negotiations to control the Cincinnati. 
Hamilton and Dayton about Aug. 20, 1909, 
and that he did not become president of the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton until 1911. 


B. & O. Obligated Self. 

Mr. Willard said the Baltimore and Ohio 
guaranteed $12,500,000 first and refunding 
mortgage bonds of the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton, as well as $11,557,000 of purchase 
money notes. The Baltimore and Ohio, he 
said, also obligated itself in respect to an- 
other issue of so-called 4% per cent cash 
bonds. There was no guarantee of interest 
to be paid for two years. Later fora year in- 
terest was to be 3 per cent and 4% per cent | 
after July 1, 1914. 
Mr. Willard said the deficit of the Cincin- 

nati, Hamilton and Dayton July 1, 1913, was 
$15,000,000 and that this year it probably 
would be about $29,000,000. In July, 1900, 
he said, the deficit was $3,490,000. 

Asked to explain the increase, Mr. Willard 
stated that $1,200,000 could be accounted for 
by a charge off” on the books of that 
amount as a result of the purchase in 1904 
by the old management of the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton of 110,000 shares of 
rére Marquette stock at 125. In 1911, under 
the terms of an agreement with the Balti- 
more and Ohio, it was sold to Morgan & Co. 
for $11,200,000 less than was paid for it. 


Didn’t Pay Interest. 

Mr. Brandeis asked if the Cincinnati, Ham- 
Uton and Dayton last year had not fallen 
short by $350,000 of earning enough to pay 
oft the interest on about $18,000,000 of under- 
lying bonds on roads owned by it. 

Mr. Willard said he believed the figures 
given were correct. Mr. Brandeis declared 
qthe deficit this year would be much larger. 

Mr. Willard testified that it had been esti-

HIS ASPIRATIONS 


Decides Not to Oppose G. M. 
Reynolds for Federal Re- 
serve Bank Post. 


WILL RUN IN GROUP TWO. 


Leaves Continental President 
Sole Candidate for Group 
One Director. 


J. B. Forgan, president of the First Na- 
tional bank, announced yesterday that he 
had decided to retire as a candidate for class 
A director on the federal reserve bank 
board from group one and instead to stand as 
a candidate from group two. 

This leaves George M. Reynolds, presi- 
dent of the Continental and Commercial 
National, as the only candidate for class A 
directorship in group one, and ends what 
promised to be a lively controversy, since 
both candidates were in the same group. 

Mr. Reynolds announced his candidacy on 
May 21, and the following day Mr. Forgan 
announced that he also would be a candi- 
date in group one. 


Active Campaign Started. 

They invited the cotperation of their 
friends, and each supplemented the invi- 
tation by actual work to get if possible a 
majority of the 319 banks in group one. 

Mr. Reynolds’ friends say they will ex- 
tend their good will to Mr. Forgan as a can- 
didate in group two. In addition the latter 
will, as the matter now stands, be favored 
for member of the advisory council from 
this district. 

The advisory council is to be composed of 
one representative from each of the twelve 
federal reserve banks of the country. Its 
members will meet at least four times a 
year in Washington with the federal re- 
serve board. They will have no vote in the 
proceedings. 


Committee Issues Statement. 

The committee appointed some time ago 
to arrange for the candidacies of both Mr. 
Reynolds and Mr. Forgan gave out the fol- 
lowing statement directed to the banks in 
groups one and two: 

The committee appointed by the Chi- 
cago members of the federal reserve dis- 
trict No. 7 to secure, if possible, the elec- 
tion as directors of this district of James 
B. Forgan and George M. Reynolds have 
arranged that Mr. Reynolds will accept 
the position, if elected, by group No. 1 
and Mr. Forgan will accept the posi- 
tion, if elected, by group No. 2. It is 
the unanimous desire of the Chicago 
members of the reserve district that Mr. 
Forgan should represent the district upon 
the advisory board and Mr. Forgan has 
consented to act in that capacity if 
elected. 

The suggestion of the committee with ref- 
erence to a member of the advisory council 
appears a little ahead of the situation. The 
advisory council member will be elected by
